He left the meeting after staying 
ten minutes because“not enough 
People are here. 

Secretballoting for officers then 
began. Chu Wing-yip was unani- 
mously elected president and Lee 
Chun-C. yice-president，In open 
voting，EFoo Ka-mun and David 
Wee were also unanimously elect- 
ed Chinese and English secretaries， 
respectively-. 

While Chu and Lee busied them- 
Selves with recommendations for 
committee _ chairmanships， Foo 
Hum .opened discussion with the 
Press. He was asked why the-meet- 
ing was called when the notice on 
the door stated that the scheduled 
meeting was cancelled,， He stated 
that the reason for this meeting 
was So there should not be a vac- 
uUum between the old and new 
officers. 

Presently，there is no _ new ad- 
ministration to take care of hospi- 
tal matters， and new officers 
should be installed before the first 
regular meeting of the year，he 
added. He also stated that there 
should be a new or renovated hos- 
pital with more bed space rather 
than an outpatient facility，and， 
that the community should all 
pull together and not bicker so the 
new hospital can be built. 

OPEN MEETINGS 

When asked if the board meet- 
ings are open to the community at 
large，as stated previously by a 
board member,， Foo Hum restated 
that it would be preferable to have 


.only the press Present as there is 


not enough room to accommodate 
the community public, 

A reporter asked, if this were the 
case，Why was the Press _ turned 
away at the January 7 Imeeting? 
He replied that one of the board 
members objected to the presence 
of the press and that that was not 
of his doing. 

The legality of the decisions 
made atthemeeting is still in ques- 
tion. On January 11，a temporary 
restrainings order was Served to 
Prevent Sam Yup Association and 
Chinese Hospital from interfering 
with Yeung 玉 am-ching's right to 
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He further explained that it was 
only after the lawsuit was filed 
over three years ago that the pub- 
lic schoojls began to expand their 
bilingual and English as a Second 
Language (ESL) programs. 

Now that the court has ruled 
that public schools have a duty to 
Provide special language instruc- 
tion to those who have an English 
language handicap，there will be 
an cven greater expansion of such 
Programs, he said.

SFUSD PILOT 


Currently before the Board of 
Education is a proposal submitted 
by Supervisor Tertry Francois，Ppresi- 
dent of the MCI Board of Trustees， 
to start a pilot multi-culture school 
in the San Francisco Unified School 
District (SFUSD) in September 


1974. 

The pilot school, as proposed, is a 
prototype of the MCI school，bnut 
Using a SFUSD building，and its 
teaching staff and administrators. 
According to Acting Supervisor 
Lane DeLara's office，agreement on 
the Project's outlines and budget 
has been reached among Erancois， 
the SFUSD stafft， and Elaine 
Howard，MCI associate director. In 
February, the proposal is due before 
the planning comittee for final- 
ization and recomimendation to the 
board . 

The MCI school was founded by 
its director，Frances Sussna,， on the 
Premises that ethnic and racial 
differences and distinctions cannot 
be ignored and that ethnic identity 
is an important part of personal 
identity. Focussing on a need to link 
achilds own cultural， ethnic and ra- 
cial heritage to a general American 
heritage, the program was geared to 
take into _ account as much as 
possible each child's background， 

Abonut 325 students participated 
in the program，dividing roughly 
into four major racial groups: Chin- 
ese， African，Jewish and Latin. 
There was also a smaller polyethnic 
group of students from such back- 
grounds as Italian and Irish.

Affirmafive Acftion 
Co-ordinator Resigns 


BERKELEY 一 Sharon Lim Lau， 
who became affirmative action co- 
ordinator at the University of Cali- 
fornia, Berkeley, last July, resigned 
last week, disillusioned and emblit- 
tered. 

Mrs. Lau said campus leaders 
were not committed to minority 
hiring and were“involved in only 
a _ holding operation to keep -off 
Public pressure.” 

Public pressure is the Depart- 
ient of Health，Education and 
Welfare (HEW), which warned that 
the University would lose $13 mil- 
lion of federal funds 让 an ade- 
quate affirmative action Plan was 
not developed. 

HEW had rejected a University 


minority-hiring plan last Novem- 
ber. Mrs. Lau complained that she 
had not been given a_ significant 
role in revising the plan, which was 
resubmitted to HEW last week.She 
Criticized the Plan for proposing 
no remedies for correcting current 
inequities and offering no sanc- 
tions orincentives for equal hiring. 

But apparently the revised plan 
was good enough for HEW, for the 
time being at least。 HEW an- 
nounced Friday that the revised 
Plan was “encouraging enough to 
us at this time”to set aside the 
threatened cut-off of funds in 
favor of more negotiations with 
the University.

Nore on Oakland 
redevelopment 


Dear Editor: 


This is an open letter addressed 
to the Chinatown community: 

On November 19,1973, we, tax- 
payers of Oakland，filed a suit 
against the Oakland Redevelop- 
Iment Agency Commission (ORA)， 
Raymond Eng, andEdward Wong 
to prevent the consideration of a 
development proposal to ORA by 
Oakland Chinatown Redevelop- 
ment，Inc. (OCRI)，of which Eng 
and Wong were prominent mem- 
bers (E/W 12/5/73). Since that 
time we have received criticisms 
from certain people regarding the 
reasons for bringing such a suit 
and the results the suit would en- 
gender. 

We- believe that much of the 
criticism has been based on mis- 
information，lack of information， 
and an attempt by ORA to deflect 
public attention from their own 
shortcomings，incompetence，and 
failure to abide by the laws estab- 
lished for regulation of redevelop- 
ment projects. 

OBVIOUS CONFLICT 

The Commission knew or should 
have known thatthe proposal sub- 
mitted by Eng and Wong would 
Present a,.Substantial conflict of 
interest problem, for it seems ob- 
Vious，that two public officials 
who have authority to _ consider 
and approve redevelopment proj- 
ects for Chinatown，could not be 


_fair and impartial as long as their 


Own Proposal was to be consid- 
ered. This conflict was brought to 
their attention on several occa- 
Slons: 

1. August 15,，1973:. the propo- 
sal of OCRI was submitted to the 
Commission. Eng and Wong were 
both named as officials of the cor- 
poration in their official capacities 
as Vice-Mayor and Planning Com- 
missioner, respectively. 

2. September 6，1973: Eng and 
Wong presented their proposal to 
ORA. 

3. September 6, 1973: Mr. John 
B. Williams，executive director of 
ORA，sent a letter to both Eng 
and Wong raising the conflict of 
interest issue and requesting that 
they take immediate action .to 
remedy the situation. 

4.September 20, 1973: an arti- 
cle was printed in the Oakland 
Tribune which clearly outlined 
the conflict of interest issue and 
explained that both state and fed- 


eral laws required resignation or 


divestiture of interest by both Eng 
and Wong. 
ORA INACTION 

Since August 15, 1973, the agen- 
cy has been aware that a possible 
conflict of interest was Presenti; 
they turned their backs on this 
issue and refused to acknowledge 
the fact that a possible jllegal con- 
tract could be entered into. More- 
Over，oOUI attorneys had met on 
Several occasions with the attorney 
for ORA in an attempt to resolve 
the problem before court action 
Was Decessary. Still，nothing was 
done, and as a last resort we filed 
suit to prevent the agency from 
entering into a possibleillegal con- 
tract. 

If the contract were entered in- 
to， it could have been voided by 


either taxpayer action or by the 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD)，which has 
authority to refuse to accept a de- 
veloper's proposal. HUD, through 
their jlegal counsel，stated，un- 
equivocally，that they would re- 
fuse to accept a proposal by Eng 
and Wong under the circum- 
Stances. 

We did not file the suit to delay 
the Oakland Chinatown Redevel- 
opIment Project for we are in full 
support of responsible develop- 
Iment of Oakland Chinatown.*We 
believe，however，that the accep- 
tance of the proposal would fur- 
ther delay the project because of 
its possibjlity of voidance，there- 
by requiring time-consuming pro- 
cedures. Eurthermore, we felt that 
taxpayers' mmonies werebeing wast- 
ed in that salaries and facilities of 
Oaklandwould be usedto consider 
an jllegal contract. 

Most significantly，however，we 
felt that in the aftermath of 
Watergate and concomitant ero- 
sion of public trust in public offi- 
cials，Eng and Wong should not 
be permitted to decide the fate of 
aproject in which theyhave a sub- 
stantial interest. 

TAXPAYERS' DUTY 

Wedonotbelieve that we should 
be faujlted for exercising our pub- 
lic duty as taxpayers to insure 3 
government of the laws and we re- 
sent the Commission's attempts to 
lay the blame for delay of redevel- 
opment in Oakland Chinatown on 
Us because，as we have pointed 
out, the Commission has had sev- 
eral months and many opPortuni- 
ties to abide by the law and clear 
up this mess. When they did hold 
a public hearing on the conflict of 
interest issue, whereby it was their 
announcement that they regret to 
have to throw out OCRI's propo- 
sal，they could have chosen from 
the _ remaining two proposals. In- 
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stead，they decided to throw out 
the other two proposals and start 
over. Thus in the end, it is not the 
fault of the taxpayers of the suit 
that the Redevelopment Project is 
delayed, but that of the Commis- 
sioners for the decision which 
they made. 

Our concermn is that redevelop- 
ment in Oakland Chinatown Pro- 
ceed in a legal and responsible 
fashion，and we hope that people 
understand that a vigilant and 
watchful citizenry is necessary for 
the betterment of our community， 
state, and country，

ASIAN AMERICAN MAGAZINE

The publisher and friends of a 
new ' Asian American quatterly 
magazine called Jade introduced 
their product last week to the san 
Francisco press and various 
hangers-on in the elegant Surround- 
ings of the Empress of China res- 
tatrant. 

Champagne flowed freely; good 
food_was_ served; cameras clicked 
constantly._ Chinatown heayvy- 
weights，Yyery much :in evidence， 
cooed sweet words to the publisher 
and to each other. 

In many ways, it more resembled 
a festive Chinese banquet than 3 
serious press conference. In another 
way， 让 Was much like a business 
sales meeting. The object: sell，sell， 
Sel]. 

That，of course，was the object. 
The publisher wanted to sell the 
idea to the press and certain Asian 
American community segments that 
his slick-papered magazine with 3 
lot of pictures is worthy of their 
attention. 

Jade isn't likely to gain much cre- 
dence among awatre and intelligent 
Asian Americans. Jade's short- 
comings _ are glaring， Its badly 
written，insipidly .conceived. It has 
-Virtually no _intellectual vision- and 
totally lacks analysis and inter- 
pretation of Asian America. 

If one were to judge today's Asian 
America by Jade'y first issue is that 
Asian Americans are happy，well- 
adjusted people who have unlimited 
upward mobility. The .overriding 
message of Jade's first isste is that 
Asian Americans haye made it ip 
America, that theyre really not all 
that different from, say, yoOUr typical 
White Anglo-Saxon Protestant 
American- 

In Jade:s “Sugar-coated View， 
Asian Americans today are athletes 
who'"ve ， achieved ”honors， restau- 
ranteurs whove ”become Imillion- 
aires，dancers whove made the 
Dean Martin Show，district attor- 
neys who'"ve prosecuted major mur- 
der trials，politicians who'veimade 
major contributions， 

There's no hint of unrest and fer- 
ment， unhappiness and Imisery， 
opPpression and degradation among 
various segments of the diversified 
Asian American ghettos。 Where's 
the skepticism that maybe mnot all 
Asian Americans have 让 made? 
Where's the moral outrage against 
years of overt and covert racism that 
has destroyed the identities and lives 
of so many Asian Americans? 


MATTER OF DISPUTE 

That Asian Americans have led 
and are leading meaningful 一 and 
“successful" 一 lives isn't a matter of 
dispute here. There's also mio dispute 
that they should be talked abott， 
becauseibsbeneficial that an ethnic 
minority ”possess 3a positive self 
image. Nor is another Asian Ameri- 
can publication unwelcome， for 
ideas of all sorts need vehicles of 
communication， 

But， sadly, Jacde, 这 its Very first 
issue, is bankrupt of any stimulating 
ideas. 

For all of its pomposity and 
pretensions 一 according to its edi- 
tors,yJadeis filling“a big void and

it wants to emulate the now defunct 
Look magazine 一 the magazine 
manages to be both racist and Sex- 
ist. It is both in one feature head- 
lined “Eye Makeup 久 The Asian 
Women.”Written by a“Mr. Hal 
King,”whom the -magazine iden- 
tifies as“director of makeup at Max 
Factor MT. King writes: 

“The thing we must keep in mind 
making up the Asian woman's eye is 
that they have a fuller cheekbone 
than her occidental counterpart. 
Therefore，we must apply a SPDecial 
technique. When she smiles，the 
cheekbone is raised and the eye 
abpearssto vanish， Because of this 
characteristic and many others, the 
Asian girl must employ many arti- 
cles of makeup artistically, in order 
to create a larger appearing and 
more attractive eye.”

If that doesn't offend Asian 
Americans， there'Ss plenty more 
that's offensive，especially to Asian 
Aimerican Feminists.

Without a hint that it is per- 
petuating sexism and keeping Asian 
American women in their place (i.e,， 
as sex objects “China Doll,” ad 
nauseuri), Jade instead proudly fea- 
tures don -of National Airlines” 
controversial “Fly Me” girls who 
happehs to be a Japanese-American 
wbman 位 om Baltimore. What's 


more，we're told the next issue of 、 


Jade will feature Miss Teenage 
America， who is a Japanese-Ameri 
can girl ffom 也 awaii. 

It's fine that Jade highlights sev- 


> eral young Asian American men and 


women tennis players, and, in a Sep- 
arate feature， Henlemi Funai， a 
singer-dancer 
who's appeared on the Dean Mattin 
television Show. But Jade misses the 
more compelling stories: why have 
organized Sports in America largely 
excluded Asian Americans， why is 让 
so difficult for serious Asian Amer- 
ican artists to find meaningful, non- 
stereotyped roles? 


DUMB REPRINT 

Further indications” of Jade s 
intellectual bankruptcy are its food 
feature, a dumb reprint 人 om Japan 
Air Lines explaining.“the Oriental 
Zodiac Calendar,”and， guess what， 
an article about acupuncture，With 
that kind of editing vision，what 
happened to the kung- 刀 feature2? 

The food feature is particularly 
offensive. For one thing, by simply 
having a food feature, Jade shows its 
insensitivity. Chinese food is a nice， 
real part of Chinese culture，SuUre， 
and yes，Chinese food 1lately has 
engendered an explosion of interest:
